This marks the start 
of the drive by which the United States 
Railroad Administration has planned to 
bring to the attention of all the railroad 
employes, as well as the public at large, 
the possibilities of avoiding suffering 
and the loss of life 
when due thought and care are exercis- 
ed. 


In a "workshop" extending practical- 


ly from the Atlantic coast to the Missis- 
sippi river and from the Potomac and 
Ohio rivers to the Great Lakes, as do 
the 
railroad 
lines in the Allegheny 


region, it is almost impossible to elimi- 
nate ,all accidents. 
Yet, since the es- 


tablishment of the safety section of the 
United States Railroad Administration 
on February 19, 1918, wonderful re- 
sults have been achieved by the safety 
committees of the individual railroads 
in reducing the number of accidents. 


During thefirst five months of this 


year, reports show that in the Alle- 
gheny region there was a decrease of 
183 in the number of persons killed and 
5603 in the number of those who were 
injured as compared with the similar 
period of 191S.

The Court of Appeals heard tha evi- 


dence and 
arguments in the case of 


Francis R. Lafferty vs. Mary Frances 
Phalen, the case, having been appealed 
from the judgment pf the court ol com- 
mon pleas. 
Lafferty asks to set aside 


a. deed made by him to his niece. Mary 
Frances Phalen 
..The deed covers a 


farm of 80 acres 'in ivionroe township, 
worth about $10,000. 
Lafferty 
asks 


that the deed be set aside for the rea- 
son that at the time when he made the 
deed he was confined in a hospital at 
Columbus, and incapable 
of under- 


standing- what he wyas doing; he also 
claims that the consideration for the 
execution of the deed was inadequate. 
The defendant denies the claims of the 
plaintiff, and says tha tthe deed was 
executed for a valuable consideration; 
that she looked after him for years, 
and that he was of sound mind and 
knew what he was doing-. The court 
took the case under advisement. 


The court of appeals heard the argu- 


ments of counsel in the case of Laura 
B. Cooper vs. Dale Gilmore. Plaintiff 
sues to prevent by injunction, the con- 
struction and operation of a slaughter- 
house at the southern part of the city, 
claiming that the same would be a nui- 
sance to the 
.surrounding 
property 


owners. 
After hearing the arguments, 


the court took the case under advise- 
ment, and will probably announce a 
decision the latter part of this week. 


In the court of appeals in the case 


of "Wm. F. Huston vs. Ellen Oldaker, 
the court heard the arguments of coun- 
sel upon a motion to dismiss the ap- 
peal. The suit was brought to.- parti- 
tion, and Oldakei, was decreed by the 
common pleas fourt a one-half owner- 
ship in the prpmises partitioned, sub- 
ject to the further adjudication of the 
court upon the question of the rents 
and profits and that court later found 
that she was liable to the tenants in 
common for their share of the rents 
and profits, or one-half. The court took 
the matter of dismissing the appeal un- 
der advisement.

LdNG DISTANCE CONSOLIDATION AT ONCE.

orary connections between the present Bell switchboard 
and the switchboard in the main office of this company, 
so that all of the 6500 subscribers of the automatic tele- 
phone will have access to the Bell long distance service 
and so that the 1100 Bell subscribers will have access to 
the Ohio State long distance service. 


These temporary connections will cost several hun- 


dred dollars that will be of no avail when the business of 
the two companies is actually consolidated, yet we feel 
that our subscribers both Automatic and Bell, should 
have this advantage without waiting.
